Waterford youth 
jailed in Florida 
in Stoneham killing 

Raphael Neil Bradley, Jr., 19, of North 
Waterford, was arrested in Sanford, Fla., 
last night and was being held for the 
murder of an Bast Stoneham man in 
Paris last weekend. 

Bradley had originally been stopped by 
police in that central Florida city on a 
routine traffic check. When stopped, 
young Bradley was driving the dead 
man’s pickup. He was expected to be ar- 
raigned today (Wednesday). Two area 
teenaged girls travelling with Bradley 
were taken into custody later, and ar- 
rangements were being made to send 
them home, 

Oxford County police have so far 
declined to discuss the evidence they 
have gathered linking Bradley with the 
killing of Russell G. Stevens, 31, of East 
Stoneham. 

They would not confirm or deny the 
supposition that the murdered man had 
given a lift to young Bradley, who lived 
with his father and younger brother ina 
rented trailer along Route 118—the route 
Stevens would have taken. to his job in 
South Paris. 

Mr. Stevens was last seen alive Friday

morning in an East Stoneham store, 
where he had stopped for coffee on his 
way to work, When he did not return 
home that night, and when his wife 
discovered he had never made it to work, 
she reported him as missing. 


His body was found Sunday afternoon 
in a field off Town Farm Road, in Paris, 
near where Bradley had camped. 
Medical examiners said the victim had 
been dead a couple of days by the time 
the body was found. 


Mr. Stevens died of multiple gunshot 
wounds to the head and chest. Police 
declined to say if the gunshots were made 
by any of the three guns the victim was 
known to have in his pickup truck. 

Late Monday night, an arrest warrant 
was.issued for young Bradley. The youth 
is already facing burglary charges in 
district court stemming from an alleged 
burglary at Tutt’s Store, in North Water- 
ford Oct. 15. 


Police said Bradley skipped a probable 
cause hearing in that case and had been 
saying he wanted to get out of the area— 
maybe go to Florida. 

The Waterford town clerk said the 
Bradley family was new in town—living 
there about six months—having original- 
ly come from Presque Isle. Mr. Bradley 
Sr. works on a construction project in Ox- 
ford. Bradley Jr. was unemployed. 

The murder has, understandably, had 
a strong impact on local residents. “We 
ain't too happy about it,” said Wayne 
Warren, of Warren’s Service Station, in 
Waterford, “because Russell (Stevens) 
was a pretty nice guy.”

Telstar science teacher 
sights Halley’s comet 


The first reported sighting of Halley's 
comet in this area was last Wednesday 
night, when Telstar science teacher 
Larry Arsenault, together with his wife 
andson, spotted the comet at 8:30 p.m. 

The trio used only a pair of binoculars 
to find the comet, which is paying Earth 
its regular 76-year visit, 

Mr. Arsenault said the comet should be 
visible this week west of the star cluster 
Pleiades, If you follow Orion’s belt to the 
right, you should come to the comet.

declined to pay the property faxes owed 
by former mill owner Dexter Stowell at 
the time the bank foreclosed on his 
assets, The bank shortly thereafter sold 
the assets to the Pace Corp., which set 
up Stowell Products, Inc,] 


The proposal by Stowell Products, Inc., - 


to give $25,000 (originally the offer was 
just for $20,000) for title to the access 
road, is good only until Dec. 31. 

In other matters discussed at the 
selectmen’s meeting last night, town of- 
ficials found out recently that possible 
damages in. a suit over conflicting opi- 
nions on the width of Lake Road had been 
considerably reduced. Suit had been 
brought against Woodstock regarding the 
road’s boundaries, and two families liv- 
ing on the road had asked for $110,000 for 
mental anguish allegedly caused by the 
town’s continual damaging of their 
fences along the road. 

The judge recently ruled, however, 
that ina case of this kind, mental anguish 
was not an appropriate judgment to 
return, He said he would decide later on 
whether or not the complainants’ request 
for actual damages to their fences was 


_ valid. 


Regarding the town’s interest in the 
suit, Selectman Clifford York noted, “The 
town of Woodstock wants to know where 
its liability begins and ends, and wants 
to do something about it. We want the 
court to determine the bundaries of the 
road.

The time it takes the body to heal after 
an.injury may be prolonged by infection, 
which is the result of bacteria growth 
within the body tissues. 

Careful cleansing of an open wound 
helps to reduce the amount of bacteria, 
thereby reducing the chance of infection, 
Bacteria tend to multiply quickly in dead 
tissue because white cells that ordinari- 
ly attack bacteria can’t get through to the 
site of injury. The threat of tetanus (lock- 
jaw) must never be overlooked in cases 
of open wounds. 

Signs and symptoms of infection in- 
clude swelling, redness, a sensation of 
heat, throbbing pain and point 
tenderness of the affected part, There 
may also be fever, evidence of pus, 
swollen lymph glands, or red streaks 
leading from the wound. 

Immobilize the infected area, keep the 
patient lying down, elevate the affected 
part, apply moist warm packs for 30 


minutes, sterile dressings for 30 minutes .
